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| 7] O:aſmuch as the Queenes Mateſtie our Soueraigne Lady is crediblie enfourmed, that 
the infection of the plague is at this pꝛeſent in ſundzy places in and about the citie of 
London, and in other places neare adioyning to the ſame, whereas by the continuauncs 
therot᷑ thzough the greater repa:re and reſozt of her louyng Subiectes, great peryll and 
daunger myght not only enſue vnto her moſt ropal perſon, but alſo vnto her moſt loupng 
Subiectes repayzing thither foz their ſuites and cauſes, and thereby alſo geue occaſion 
of diſperſing ol the ſame in other parts of theRealme: Her Maiellie fox the ſayd neceſ⸗ 
ſary conſiderations,and hoping that the ſame wil by the goodaes of Al:nighty God, with 
F the coldneſle of the pere, and ſuch wholſome oꝛders as are taken in her ſarde Citie, the ra: 
ther ſeaſe by the adioꝛment of part ofthis next Terme of Sa nt Michael now at hand?,from the vtas ol the lame, vntyll 
after the feaſt of all Saints next commyng. Her Maieſtie therefoze of het eſpeciall fauour and clemencie, is plesſed and 
* contented, to adiourne the ſayde Tearme ol S. Michael: Chat is toſay, from the vtas tgereot, vnto Traſtino Animarum 
next commyng, which her Mateſtie ſignilieth to all and ſinguler her louing Subiectes of this her Realme, to the intent 
chat they and euery ol them which hath cauſe oꝛ commaundement {o appeare in any of her highneſle couctes at Weſt⸗ 
minſter, in oꝛ at any day oꝛ tyme from x after the ſayd vtas of S. Michael, map tary at their dwellpages, oz where their 
dulineſſe otherwiſe ſhall Ipe, without reſozting to any of the ſayde courtes foz that canſe befoze Craſtino Animarum next 
-commyng, and that without da Inger of fozfaxt are, penaltie, oz contempt to incurre towardez her highneſſe in that 
'dehalfe, And neuertheleſle her Maieſties pleaſure is, that two ol her Jultices,that is to ſay of either Benche one, ſhall 
the firſt day of Michaelmas Tearme called Octabis Michaelis, accoꝛding to the aunctent oꝛder of her la wes, bepe the 
Eſſoynes ofthe ſayde Octabis Michaelis, at which vtas of S. Michael, wzittes ofadiozment ſhalbe directed to the ſaid 
guttices, geuing them authoꝛitie to adfourne the ſayd Tearme of S. Michael, that is to lar, from the vtas therof, vntyll 
Craſtino Animarum ag befoze is ſayd,and the ſame adioꝛment ſhalbe made in the firlt day of the ſapd vtas, commonlp called 
He day of the Eſſoynes. And further her Maieſties pleaſure is, that all matters, cauſcs, and ſyites dependyng in any 
her other Courts betweene partie and partie, as in her highneſſe courtes of Chauncery, Starre chaumber, and Ex⸗ 
hequer, Courtes of wardes and liueries, and Duchie of Lancaſter, ſball haue continuance, and the parties ſhall haue 
bay from the date oftheſe pzeſcntes, vnto Craſtino Animarum ag befoze is ſayd, 
Pꝛouided alway,and her Maicffies pleaſure and commaundement is. that all Collectours, Receauers, Sheriffes,and 
aff accomptauntes,and all other perſons that ought oz ſboulde accompt oꝛ pape any ſumme, oz ſummes of money, 
any ol her Maieſtieg Court of Exchequer, courtes of dardes and liueries,02 ofhcr Duchie of Lancaſter, oꝛ in any of 
hem, oz to enter into any accompt inany ofthe ſame Courtes, ſball repayze vnto the accuſtomed places at Weſtmin- 
kr, where her highneſle hath appoynted ſuch Officers and Miniſters as foz that purpoſe her Mateltie hath thought 
dient, and their to pay and do in euery behalle, as though no ſuch Pꝛoclamation of adioꝛnement had been had oz 
nde, any thing mentioned in this pꝛelent Pꝛoclamation . oꝛ in any wꝛit ofadiozment to the contrarꝝ not withſtanding: 
ling and commanding all and euery ol her Maieſties Officers, Miniſters, and Subiectes, to whom it doch 02 hall 
weertayne, to obſerue and kepe their aſſemblies and apparaunces, with al their returnes and certificates in her high- 
eſe ayde courtes at Weſtminſter in Craſtino Animarum next commyng, then and there to be holden and kept, and there 
dee their offices and dueties in eucry behalte, in line manner andfourme as they ſhoulde oꝛ ought to haue done yk this 
ent Pꝛoclamation had not ben had oz made, as they wyllanſweretothe contrary at their perils.
